The Federal Election Bill. 


WASUINOTOS, July 25.—Tho Repub- 


lican members of the Senate committee 
on privileges and elections have agreed 
upon a form in whioa the Lodge Elec- 
tion bill will probably be laid before 
the Republican caucus meeting in tbe 
near future. 
The bill has been much 


simplified and has been, moreover, ma- 
terially modified by the Republican 
members of tho Senate committee. The 
provision of the House bill for a house- 
to-house canvass to verify registration 
of census was strongly opposed during 
tho debate in the House on the ground 
that it allowed an interference with 
the private rights- of citizens. 
The 


provision, however, is incorporated in 
tho Federal Supervision law now In 
force, nnd is simply transferred to the 
new bill. Tho provision concerning the 
selection of jurors for tho trial of per- 
sons charged with violations of the 
election laws was also bitterly opposed 
in the House. This section is entirely 
now and wholly changes tho present 
manner of the selection. The current 
Federal Supervision law provides that 
tho 
selection 
of 
jurors 
to 
try 


cases in which violations of the elec- 
tion laws are charged shall bo made by 
a United States Commissioner and by n 
reputable citizen wh8 must, however, 
bo of a different political faith from the 
commissioner. 
Each of those parties 


selects six jurors, and tho defenders of 
tbo now bill claimed that in nearly 
ovory case whore jurors were obliged to 
boevcnly divided politically,they voted 
for acquittal or conviction according to 
their political faith and not according 
to tho merits of the case. Tho section 
of the Houso bill intended to replace 
this provides that tho jurors In each 
case shall bo selected by a board oi 
throe jury commissioners to be ap- 
pointed by a circuit judfje. 
Tho selec- 


tions aro to bo made irrespective of 
race, color or politics. This was in- 
serted in the bill by tho Republican 
caucus of tho House. 


How r*he Eehrlntr 9en Correspondence
